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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the restriction requirement filed 7/18/2005. Claims 2-6 has been 
elected for further examination. Non-elected claims 1 and 7-12 have been withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: it is suggested to 
delete "[Selected Drawing] Figure 10". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 2, the recitation of "said predetermined input signal" in line 9 lacks proper 
antecedent basis. The recitation of "the added signal is entered to said electronic apparatus by 
said input signal means" in lines 20-21 is indefinite because it is unclear as to what the applicant 
means. Figure 10 shows the added signal (output of the adder 420) is coupled to the D/A 500a. 
Applicant is required to clarify what it means by the added signal is entered to said electronic 
apparatus by said input signal means. The recitation of "compensating means for defining said 
converged value stored in said storage means as an offset compensating value of said electronic 
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apparatus" in lines 24-27 is not understood as to what element of figure 10 read on the 
compensating means. Clarification is required. 

Claim 6 is indefinite because it refers back to claim 1. The recitation of "said holding 
means" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claims 2-5 are indefinite because of the technical deficiencies of claim 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 2-3 and 5-6, insofar as being understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Bustin (USP 4,229,703). 

Figure 1 of Bustin shows an offset compensating apparatus which compensates offset of 
an inverted signal and non-inverted signal (signal at the plus and minus signs of the amplifiers 1 1 
and 12) comprising input means (not shown) providing predetermined signal (-V), adjusting 
means (15, 16), reference signal (output of the voltage divider 15, 16), comparing means (11, 
12), calculating means (9, 19, 24), storage means (20) and compensating means (25) as called for 
in claims 2 and 5-6. 

Regarding claim 3, figure 1 shows a counter (24).
